The 
Doctor immediately call'd, and rhe Devil 
at the firſt Summons made ſuch a he- 
dious Noiſe in the Wood, as if Heaven 
and Earth were coming together.—And 
after this made a Roaring as if the Wood 
had been full of Wild Beaſls, Then 
the Doctor made a Circle fer the Devil; 
which he danced round, with a Noiſe 
like that of ten Thouſand Waggons run- 
ning upon paved Stones. After this 
it thundered and lightened as if the World 
had been at an End. 


Fauſtus and his Friend, amazed at the 


Noiſe, and frightened at the Devil's long 
Stay, would have departed; but the Devil 
chear'd them with ſuch Muſic as they 
never had heard before. 
couraged Fauſtus, that he began again 
to command Mephiſtopholes in the name 
of tne Prince of Darkneſs, to appear in 
bis own Likeneis; on which in an In- 
Rant hung over his Head a mighty Fiery 
Dragon. Fauſtus call'd him again as he 
uſed, after which there was a Cry in the 
Wood, as if hell had open'd, and ul 
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the tormented Souls had been there. 
Fauſtus in the meantime, aſked the Devil 


many Queſtions, and commanded him to 
ſhew a great many tricks.

Fauſtus reply'd, kis Deſire was to be-
